nor the airline world was 
ready to digest the huge 
costs ot the planes, the 
acres and acres of seats 
that it brought into the 
competitive marketplace. 
Airline leaders now gener- 
ally agree, that Pan Am's 
biggest problems of the 
past year, soaring fuel 
prices and a drastic drop 
in the number of tourists 


bound for Europe, only 
aggravated the problem 
of the airline's haying 
ordered so many big jets. 


In 1356, Pan American 


was riding an .economic 
Jetstream of dizzying 
proportions. Thanks to the 
speed, 
efficiency 
and 


comfort ot the Boeing 707, 
passengers—and dollars- 
were coming to Pan Am 
as if on a conveyor belt. 
That year, in which pas- 
senger traffic jumped 24 


per cent, the airline 
recorded ils largest profit 
ever—$86 million. 


U was in this Jetstream 


of growth and profitability 
that Trippe placed his 
order for the 747. 


Pan American's bubbly 


growth continued for the 
next two years, when it 
earned a tolal of $107 mil- 
lion. Then, in 1969, Ihe 
year the 7<17 made its first 
flight, the U.S. economy 
started to go into a reces- 


sionary tailspin. The 
growth rafe slumped lo 
less than 3 per cent, at a 
time when start-up costs 
and payments for the 747 
added massively to its 
costs. . 


In 1969, Pan Am lost $33 


million; the tailspin did 
not reverse itself. In 1970, 
it lost $48 million; in 1971, 
$45 million; in 1972, $28

WASHINGTON CAP) - American con- 


sumers would pay about $20 billion in 
higher oil prices and laxes if the Ford 
administration agrees to decontrol oil 
prices and place a new 10-cenl-a-gallon 
tax on gasoline, Sen. Henry M. Jackson, 
D-Wash., said Friday. 


"The implementation of these propos- 


als would increase every electric bill, 
every heating oil bill, every gasoline bill 
in America," Jackson told a news con- 
ference. "The impact on consumers 
would be devastating." 


Jackson criticized President's Ford's 


inherited economic advisers — princi- 
pally Roy Ash, chief of the Office of 
Managemenl and Budget — for the 
steps the administralion is reportedly 
considering. 


They would mean that Ihe price of so- 


called old domestic crude oil would be 
allowed to rise from Ihe present control- 
led price of $5.25 per barrel.to around 
$10 or $11 per barrel, he said. 


Jackson said that step would cost the 


oil-consuming public about $9.4 billion 
per year in added fuel costs. 


The 10-cent tax would add almost $10 


billion to the public's gas bill at current 
rates of consumption, he said, adding: 


"Thus, in the midst of a 10 per cent 


inflation, the administration is consider- 
ing steps that would cost the American 
people at least §20 billion. 


"And 
it would create enormous wind- 


fall profits for oil producers, without 


adding one ounce to domestic produc-. 
tion." 


"Old 
domestic crude oil" refers lo 


that amount of oil production inside the 
United States that is equal to or below 
1972 production levels. 


The proposal lo allow the prices of 


such oil to increase is said to come from 
an administration working paper pre- 
pared by officials of the President's 
Council of Blconomic Advisers and the 
Federal Energy Administration. White 
House officials said Thursday the tax 
increase is one of many plans under 
consideration to reduce inflation. 


Jackson did not specifically call for 


Ash's resignation. But he did single him 
out for special mention. 


He predicted that if the proposals are 


made official some utility companies 
dependent on oil for power will go bank- 
rupt. . 


And he said he would expect to see a 


"sympathetic rise" in the prices of coal 
and gas. 


Meanwhile, Rep. Richard H. Fulton, 


D-Tenn., a member of the tax-writing 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
said a tax increase on gasoline would be 
severely.regressive. 


Fulton, in a statement, said: "The 


poor would pay, a highly inequitable 
portion of the tax and it would impact 
most heavily on their income. At the 
same time, 'they would be forced to 
consume less gasoline, which is so 
.necessary to all of us in earning our 
daily bread and keep."

In going over my old telephone bills 1 found that

"Intrastate Billing Adjustment" which added 9, 10 or 
11 cents each month to the bill.

The intrastate billing adjustment you are referring 


to was the result of a $7.1 million interim rate increase 
granted by the California Public Utilities Commission 
to the General Telephone Co. effective Jan. 9, 1971, 
according to Harold Compion, public relations director 
for thetelephone company. Compton said the increase 
was obtained by the addition of 1.96 per cent fo 
customer billing for toll calls. 


Permanent cover-up? 


I am a 35-year-old woman and have been losing my 


hair over the past years. lam almost bald on top and 
'am tired of wearing wigs that have to be removed. Can 
you tell me what is the nearest thing to apermanenl 
wig I can get? D.A., Cypress. 


ACTION LINE contacted many wig salons, but 


could find no permanent wigs. Most wig experts agreed 
acompletely permanent wig would be unsanitary, as 
the oils of your scalp would soil the wig beyond repair. 
If you are bald primarily on the top of your head, the 
Mop Shoppe, 429 W. Willow St., can match your hair 
and fit yon with a tonnee that is attached to the scalp 
with a two-way tape. But the toupee would have to be 
removed at night and for cleaning. Wigs by Brian, 5520 
E. Second St., makes what they call a sleeper wig 
which can be worn at night, but is too fragile to be 
worn both day and night. They also can fit you with a 
hair piece that is attached with spirit gum and can be. 
worn for several days at a time.

Pet 
'duM^'^h'Qrt'age 
worries officials

M NEW YORK (AP) - The food for the nation's 70 


million cats and dogs is of growing concern to some 
government officials who are are looking for ways to 
avoid a new round of meat shortages and higher food 
prices. 


• "Pet food companies have been stealing our pre- 


cious cattle feed by outbidding the farmers and driving 
the price of feed grain up," says George Allen, econo- 
mist for the U.S. Department of Agriculture in Wash- 
ington. 


"We pay at least five cents more a pound for our 


meat because of the pet food industry and as much as 
10 cents a pound in a tight grain market," he declared. 


ALLEN, who told a reporter that he spoke only for 


, himself, later denied making the comments and said he 


had refused to make estimates on costs added by pet 
food demand. 


Agriculture t Secretary Earl L. Butz, however, has 


contended that those who would increase world food 
supplies by reducing Americans' consumption "could 
make the first onslaught on this noble goal by reducing 
our dog and cat population by 50 per cent, which 
likewise would suddenly release more grain for the 
world." 


Butz, in a speech Friday in Indianapolis, reiterated 


that statement and his original disclaimer when he 
first raised the controversial point. 


"I do not advocate doing away with dogs and 


cats," he said.

PET FOOD industry spokesmen say the industry 


brings the price of human food down by providing the 
fanner and meat processor with a profitable outlet for 
meat by-products. 


"A rather large percentage of meat is not usable 


as human food and is left as by-product," says Dwaine 
Ekedahl, executive chairman of the Pet Food Institute 
in Washington. 


"As a result of the production of pet foods, food for 


human consumption is available at a lower cost be- 
cause the farmer and processor have an economic 
outlet for their by-products." 


Impartial observers say the truth normally lies 


somewhere in between, but, in the present tight grain 
situation, government officials may be more on target. 


"My experience with feed by-products indicates 


that pet food use of by-products more than makes up 
for any increases in the price of corn they create," 
says Joe Kelly, vice president and head of the food and 
beverage division for Delafield Childs, a leading New 
York City brokerage house. 


"But in the current situation, where carryover corn 


stock will be at an all-time low, the amount of corn 
used by the pet food industry if added to that carry- 
over would increase it by 50 per cent, which would 
have a signfiieant effect on the price of corn." 


THE PET Food Institute, a trade association, esti- 


mates that cats and dogs will consume 4.2 million tons 
of commercially prepared pet food in 1974. The princi- 
pal ingredients are roughly 2 million tons of com feed 
grain, 1 million tons of meat by-products and 260,000 
tons of soybean meal. And experts predict an annual 8 
per cent growth in pet food consumption for the next 
several years.

Although the corn used by pet food companies is 


only 1.2 per cent of this year's total expected corn feed 
production, it is important to government officials 
when viewed against the poor yield of weather-beaten 
gram crops in the 1974-75 season. USDA officials say 
the corn yield will be 12 per cent below last year's 
already depleted levels, and soybeans are expected to 
fall short by 16 per cent. 


The grain situation was very different when the pet 


food industry began, industry spokesmen say. 


Industry analysts also say pet food processors have 


greater sales growth and wider profit margins each 
year than most other businesses. 


"Sales growth has been roughly 12 to 15 per cent 


each year for the last five," says L. Craige Carver, 
food analyst with Piper, Jaffray & Hopwood, a broker- 
age house in Minneapolis. 


"AND THEIR profit margin is at least twice that 


of most other businesses -- about 18-20 per cent." 


Many pet food companies have low distribution 


costs, analysts say, because most are subsidiaries of 
giant companies which have distribution lines for other 
food products. 


The big five, according to industry figures, are 


Halston Purina, with nearly 25 per cent of the total pet 
food market; Liggett & Myers, Quaker Oats, General 
Foods and Carnation. These companies together hold 
65 per cent of the total pet food market. 


Also, Carver says, pet food companies spend less 


on advertising — $81 million last year, or about 3 per 
cent of their annual sales dollar. Other businesses 
spend closer to 6 per cent.

Mrs. Mary Mullen, 74, president of the National 


Association of Retired Teachers, said the President 
"seems sincere in making every effort to try to solve 
some of the problems of the elderly." 


Mrs. Mullen of Laguna Beach, Calif., recommend- 


ed to the President that programs be set up providing 
health insurance, better nutrition and transportation 
for older people. 
She said Ford made no definite commitments but 


he was very interested to see that legislation was 
carried out to improve the problems of the elderly." 


Ossofsky praised the President's previously an- 


nounced intention to sign the pension bill. 


The senior citizens groups also asked Ford not to 


cut items out; of the,budget dealing with services to the 
elderly.

purpose of protecting the 
island's Turkish popula- 
tion, outnumbered 4-1 by 
Greek Cypriots. 


The Geneva 
talks, 


which collapsed just be-

The National Labor 


Relations Board has ruled 
that Queen Mary Restau- 
rants Corp. and . Q.M. 
Foods, Inc., operating res- 
taurants 
aboard 
the 


Queen Mary have en- 
gaged- in unfair labor 
practices in dealing with 
the striking Marine Cooks 
and Stewards Union and 
ordered all f o r m e r enY- 
ployes re-instated and 
given back pay. 


The 4D-page decision af- 


fects some 135 employes 
aboard the Queen' Mary 
who have been on strike 
since last May. 


Spokesmen for Special- 


ty Restaurant Corp., par- 
ent firm, said the decision 
was being studied and "in 
all probability" will be 
appealed. 
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Long Beach City Man- 


ager John Mahsell, who 
holds the contract for Spe- 
cialty aboard the giant 
liner, said he was una- 
ware of the extent or 
magnitude of the charges 
but had asked the city 
attorney to review the ef- 
fects of the ruling on the 
contract. 


In the 9-point indict- 


ment, the restaurant 
firms are charged with 
engaging in unfair labor 
practices by meeting and 
bargaining directly with 
employes regarding their 
placement on the employ- 
ment list without notifying 
or consulting the union. 


The firms also are charg- 
ed with granting general 
pay raises without notify- 
ing the union, delaying for

student studying for a doctorate in physics at the 
University of California, Irvine, lias been appointed 
by.Gov. Reagan to the State Board of Guide Dogs 
for the Blind, 


Hingson; 24, has used a guide dog most of his 


life. His term will expire June 1, 
197G. 


The new appointee received a bachelor's degree 


with honors in physics at UC Irvine in June 1972. 
While on campus he aided in the development of a 
Braille computer terminal for blind communication. 
He is now working on a project for the National 
Federation of the Blind which would lead to the 
building and marketing of an electronic calculator 
with Braille display.

printed books. During the spring he was a student 
teacher' at University High School.

student studying for a doctorate in physics at the 
University of California, Irvine, has been appointed 
by Gov. Reagan to the State Board of Guide Dogs 
for the Blind. 


Hingson,' 24, has used a guide dog most of his 


life. His term will expire June 1, 
197G. 


The new appointee received a bachelor's degree 


with honors in physics at UC Irvine in June 1972. 
While on campus he aided in the development of a 
Braille computer terminal for blind communication. 
He is now working on a project for the National 
Federation of the Blind which would lead to the 
building and marketing of an electronic calculator 
with Braille display. 


Hingson was given a President's research fel- 


lowship which is partially financing exploration of a 
device that would permit bind persons to read 
printed books. During the spring he was a student 
teacher at University High School.

The bishops and the 


House of Delegates nar- 
rowly 
defeated 
the 


proposal. But recently 
four bishops ordained 11 
women priests. The House 
of Bishops ruled the ac- 
tion invalid and censured 
the bishops for rebellion. 


Dr. Charles V. Willie, a 


layman, resigned as -vice 
present of the House of 
Delegates, in a sermon in 
Syracuse, N.Y. and de- 
nounced the church. for 
"the sinful way it has 
dealt with women." 


A 
major 
argument 


against women priests is 
that there have never 
been women priests. 
Christianity and the cul- 
tures it lived in are patri- 
archal in structure. That's 
the way it has been, so 
that's the way it should- 
be. Why change a func- 
tional tradition? 


An argument for women 


priests is that civilization 
has'changed. The patri- 
archy is breaking down. 
No longer does papa 
always know best. Women 
are taking their rightful 
place in most professions, 
including 
the 
military. 


And the Episcopal Church 
already has women dea- 
cons, the lowest order of 
clergy. 


Strangely, the clergy is 


reporte-i to be more 
friendly to the the idea 
than the laity.

The role of women in 


Christianity has always 
been contradictory. From 
Bible times they have pro- 
vided much of the piety, 
strength and zeal. At al- 
most 
any service the 


women 
outnumber 
the 


men,lwo or three to one. 
And as wives and mothers 


, they often strengthen the 


wobbly faith and morals 
of their menfolk. 


But men have always 


been in charge of doctrine 


••" and. administration. 


There 
are 
women 


clergy in many denomina- 
tions, but even they are 
relegated to lesser roles. 
They arc seldom pastors. 
They are assistant pastors 
in charge of education, 
music, social events and 
the like.

Christian have the right to 
enjoy all the comfort, lux- 
ury and pleasure he can 
afford?

Individuals and society at 
large must reduce con- 
sumption if we are to 
avoid disaster. 


In a Christianity Today 


article he writes: "Head- 
ing off this crisis is an 
immense task, involving 
all of us. It will probably 
involve some drastic re- 
thinking. We will need to 
have fewer children. We 
will have to adjust to a 
lower standard of living. 
We will need to separate 
our wastes for recycling 
operations. We will have 
to do without some dis- 
posables and other con- 
veniences. We may need 
to lower our standards of 
hygience somewhat. We 
may need to buy economy 
cars and use bicycles and 
mass transit systems. We 
shall have to pay for bet- 
ter sewage treatment (our 
waste water will have to 
be reused 
before 
it 


reaches the ocean.) We 
may have to air condition 
less. We should eat less. 
Our magnificent technol- 
ogy will have to be asked 
to do more about cleaning 
up the environment and 
recycling what we have

to privacy. That right is 
less well defined. It does, 
however, exist. One has 
no right to tap his neigh- 
bor's phone or enter his 
home uninvited. 


• If there is not now a 
right of "public" privacy, 
there should be. A citizen 
should be able to walk on 
a sidewalk without having 
his morals or tastes as- 
saulted by the sight of 
objectionable words and 
pictures.

were sold only in stores, 
there should be no objec- 
tion. Anyone who was of- 
fended could simply stay 
out of the stores.

should we render unto Caesar? 


By MARK CLUTTER 


"Render unto Caesar the things that are Caesar's 


and unto God the things that are God's." 


As in so many of his hard truths, Christ did not tell 


' us how to carry this out. What do men owe to Caesar? 
Taxes? Unquestioning loyalty? Their blood on the bat- 
tlefield? 


It is almost as though Christ said: "You are men 


with minds. Decide these matters ,\vith your own intelli- 
gence." 


This questionnaire has no purpose except to make 


you think about the problems raised by Christ's saying 
— and to let you know what some others think. 


The problems are much older than Jesus. Perhaps 


Moses first raised them when lie led his people away 
from their "fleshpots with onions and garlics and 
leeks" into the precarious freedom of the Sinai Desert. 
The Old Testament is a story of man's various atti- 
tudes toward authority. 


Neither Testament gives complete answers. St. 


Paul counseled obedience to the "man who bears the 
sword," but the Christians soon found they could not 
obey Paul. They could not conform to the dying Roman 
world. Some were martyrs in the circus. Many fled 
to deserts to live in monasteries or communes. 


But the new faith conquered. Under Emperor Con- 


stantine it became the official Roman religion. 


The problems were not solved. In the Middle Ages 


the Papacy claimed that it was overlord of all the little 
Caesars. A German king went on pilgrimage and knelt 
in the' snow before the Vatican to ask the Pope's 
forgiveness. 


In England the drunken knights of drunken King 


Henry murdered the Archbishop of Canterbury before 
the Altar. But the power of the Church remained. 


Later Martin Luther nailed to a church door a 


document questioning the authority of the Pope. And 
then King Henry VIII, "Defender of the Faith" and a 
staunch Catholic, broke the power of Rome in England. 


The kings remained head of the Church in Eng- 


land. The Puritans overthrew that authority and set up 
a theocratic dictatorship more intolerable than that of 
royalty. 


And always there have been the Christian nonform- 


ists. Some of them, like St. Francis of Assisi, succeed- 
ed. The Franciscans are alive and well today. Among 
Protestants there were Quakers, Mennonites and many 
others who were persecuted because of their attitudes 
toward Caesar.

Future church historians 
may look' back on 10 days 
in Lausanne, Switzerland, 
this past July as one of 
signal developments in 
the history of the world 
evangelical jnqyemcnl. 


For lhose~l(f days, con- 


servative Protestants 
from more than 150 na- 
tions addressed them- 
selves to what was com- 
monly called the "urgen- 
cy of the 
evangelistic 


task" — preaching the 
Gospel to the world's 2.7 
billion non-Christians. 


The missionary impulse 


is as old as Christianity 
and has always been a 
key element in the evan- 
gelical movement. 


But in Lausanne, nearly 


2,000 delegates, led by 
world-renowned preacher 
Dr. Billy Graham, added 
a new dimension to their 
usual stance — a concern- 


, for "social responsibility" 
as a part of the evangelis- 
tic task. 


That concern, along 


with a strongly worded 
affirmation of the evan- 
gelical beliefs in the di- 
vine inspiration of the 
Bible and of Jesus as a 
unique God-man, was con- 
tained in a 3,000 word 
document called "the 
Lausanne Covenant." 


While some parts of the 


"Covenant" read as if 
they were written by the 
liberal theologians associ- 
ated with the World Coun- 
cil Churches, tlie state- 
ment .firmly rejects an 
identification of social ac- 
tion with evangelism. 


But it does emphasize 


soeio-politicalinvolve- 
rnent as a part of a Chris- 
tian's duty: 


"Although reconcilia- 


tion with man is not 
reconciliation with God, 
nor is social action evan- 
gelism, nor is political 
liberation 
salvation, 


nevertheless we affirm 
that evangelism and 
socio-politicalinvolve- 
ment are both part of our 
Christian duty." 


What emerges from 


this, however, is a new 
stress on the nature of 
that socio-political in- 


volyemeuU In the past, 
evangelicals have been 
criticized, both from oul- 
side their ranks and in- 
creasingly from 
within 


their numbers, for an in- 
volvement in politic? that 
does little more than sup- 
port the status quo. 


At Lausanne, however, 


signers of the "Covenant" 
declared that Christians 
should share God's con- 
cern "for 
justice /and 


reconciliation throughout 
human society and for the 
liberation of men 
from 


every kind of oppression. 


"Because mankind is 


made in the image of 
God, 
every person, re- 


gardless of race, religion, 
color, culture, class, sex 
or age, has an intrinsic 
digmty because',of which 
•he should be respected 
and 
served, 
not ex- 


ploited." 


The "Covenant" in- 


cluded a confession for 
"having sometimes re- 
garded evangelism and 
social concern as mutual- 
ly exclusive" and went on 
to affirm that the mes- 
sage of salvation "implies 
.also a message of judg- 
ment upon every form of 
alienation, oppression and 
discrimination...." 


Drafters of the state- 


ment also indicated a 
theology by which their 
view of what it means to 
be a Christian is tied to 
the need for social action. 


"\yhen people receive 


Christ," the declaration 
said, "they are born again 
into his kingdom and 
must seek not only to 
exhibit but also to spread 
its righteousness in the 
midst of an unrighteous 
world.. 


"The 
salvation we 


claim should be trans- 
forming us in the totality 
of our personal and social 
responsibilities. 
Faith 


without works is dead." 


The Lausanne Covenant 


is an eloquent statement 
of the .evangelical faith. 
The nature of the trans- 
formation of that faith in 
the works of justice and 
liberation may now be at 
hand.

First of all, you don't 


need to listen to anybody 
if you don't want to. One 
of the chief blessings of 
American freedom is that 
you can always turn off 
any television program.

Second, perhaps an 


even better way to listen 
is an "Oh yeah" attitude. 
Don't accept a point, of 
view until you check it out 
with more objective and .

By this we mean, 
ask yourself,' '"Why does 
this man apparently wish 
to undercut belief? What 
is the hidden purpose that 
motivates him?

Study -to 
know why 'you believe in 
your country, in pubuj 
officials, in our economy, 
in the American way. 
Then when you have coo.l- 
ly and 
intellectually 


thought through your" be- 
liefs and still hold them, 
get on whatever spajrbox 
you can find and vigorous- 
ly and intelligently 'dflUft; 
teract the negatively 
putting positive support 
behind your . beliefs.' The 
more Americans who will 
do just that creatively^ 
thoughtfully, and enthusi- 
astically, the.more'.'.eiejf1 
lainly will this country 
survive all possibility of 
destruction.

"While women weep as 


they, ,(10, I'll light. While 
little .children go hungry, 
P light. While men go to 
prison, 'I'll light. While 
there is a drunkard left, 
nl. fight. While there re- 
mains one poor lost girl 
'up'on the street, I'll fight. 
While there remains one 
dark soul without the light 
t)f 'God,'I'll tight. I'll fight 
to the very end." 


''"These ringing' words 
were uttered by Gen. Wil- 
^iam.Booth, founder of the 
'Salvation Army at the age 
!f)f 83. 
'•• The' world has changed 
'Since the 19th century and 
the Salvation Army has 
changed with it, says Maj. 
Pon Pack, commanding 
"officer in Long Beaeh.but 
Booth's statement still ex- 
presses the central pur- 
pose.: 
';,Maj. Pack deplores the 
popular stereotype of the 
Salvation Army as a wel- 
fare.agency advertised by 
a brass band. Welfare and 
brass bands 
play an 


impprtant role in Army 
activities, but there is 
much more. 
'.,','The Salvation Army is 
iv church. Since Gen. 
Booth was a Methodist 
minister, we are related 
to the Methodists. We arc 
very close in doctrine and 
practice to the Wesleyan 
Methodist and the Naza- 
rene churches. 


Another false 
popular 


notion is that the Salva- 
tion _ Army is concerned 
chiefly with the outcast 
and'the derelict, those 
whose sins have brought 
them to disaster. 
. '".We are concerned with 
alt.kinds of people," Maj. 
Pack said. "The middle- 
c'lhss and the wealthy 
h'ay.e problems too. We 


• aim to reach the total 


man and fulfill his phys- 
ical, . mental, social and 
spiritual needs. 


"Our purpose is spiritu- 


al. We seek to bring men 
into, relationship 
with 


God. But the other needs 
are •important too. Some- 
times the' (physical comes 
fi.r?.t. No man should 
preach a sermon to a man 
vvrio is starving. Feed him 
first and then perhaps you 
can talk to him." 


^Counseling plays an in- 
creasingly important part 
in the Army's work. The 
counselors 
are 
highly

trained in psychology and 
they are motivated love of 
God and love for people,". 
Pack said. 


There are long range 


rehabiltation programs. 


"We. are continnually 


upgrading" our techniques. 
This work was much easi- 
er in earlier times. Ours 
is a difficult era with con- 
stant change. It is a chal- 
lenge to change effective- 
ly to meet shifting prob- 
lems. It is fascinating 
work. 


The 
extent 
of 
the 


Army's activity here can 
be seen by a glance at the 
phonebook. Twenty-two 
numbers of various Army 
services are listed. 


The Long Beach church 


is regularly in the top 
three in the 13 Western 
slates, including Alaska 
and Hawaii, which make- 
up Hie Western Territory. 


The Salvation Army is 


indeed an army with uni- 
forms, chain of command, 
strict discipline, tactics 
and strategy. • 
It was founded by Booth, 
who left an affluent Meth- 
odist pulpit in 1861 be- 
cause of his concern for 
the desperate poor of the 
London slums. He founded 
a mission. His original 
idea.k'was to make con- 
verts -and send them to 
Die churches. This did not 
work (or three reasons: 


1. They would not go; 


. 2. the churches didn't 
want them, 


3. Booth" needed help in 


saving others. 
: 


In the KHh century the 


Salvation Army encoun- 
tered much persecution. 
The owners of slum dives 
saw it as dangerous com- 
petition. The "respect- 
able" church-goers dis- 
liked and harassed them. 


The police arrested many. 


In America the persecu- 


tion was especially harsh. 
|Mobs stoned them. Police 
ran them down with their 
horses. Firemen turned 
hoses 
on them. One 


woman officer was jailed 
11 times. Finally a Su- 
preme Court decision put 
an end to official persecu- 
tion. 


The Salvation Army in 


America became popular 
in America in World War 
I. Their services to troops 
went beyond the call of 
duty; In France the Salva- 
tionists, men and women, 
.carried coffee and dough- 
nuts, little necessities and 
comforts under shcllfire 
to soldiers at the front. 
Those veterans have 
never forgotten. 


"There is no persecu- 


tion in.the United .States 
now," said Maj. Pack. 
"Perhaps we need some 
to "make us stronger. But 
there is some persecution 
in some other countries. 


"The Communists have 


driven out the Salvation 
Army, but it still exists in 
the underground. The sol- 
diers maintain their 
organization while they 
work and pray for the 
time when they will again 
have freedom." 
, 


The Salvation Army has 


three classes 
—officers, 


lay soldiers and adher- 
ents. The last are those 
who do not officially be- 
l o n g ' b u t who worship, 
work for or contribute to 
the church.

oughly trained. The candi- 
dates arc 
handpicked. 


They must take numerous 
examinations. Their per- 
sonalities and 
hack- 


grounds are 
thoroughly 


investigated. Those who 
make it must attend one 
of several West Points" — 
Schools for Officers. They 
live like soldiers while 
they study Bible, sociol- 
ogy, 
psychology, music, 


doctrine and the tech- 
niques of command. They 
go on many field trips to 
slums and troubled areas. 


"Those field trips often 


shock the young cadcts,- 
"Maj. Pack said. "Many 
of them come from shel- 
tered Christian homes in 
"small cities. There is 
nothing to prepare them 
for seeing human misery ; 
in parts of big cities. But 
that is what they have to 
learn." 


The total training of an 


officer covers five or 
more years with addition- 
al courses and seminars 


after that. Upon gradua- 
tion he must spend a year 
as a probationary officer 
and- continue his studies. 
All officers are ordained 
ministers. 


There is no sexism in 


the Army. But officers 
must marry officers, the 
wife taking the husband's 
rank. They can't pull rank 
on each other. If an offi- 
cer should marry some- 
one else, his career would 
end. 


There is a family tradi- 


tion for many officers. 
Both Packs are children 
of officers and 
two of 


their seven children have 
already declared 
their 


intention to become offi- 
cers. 


"One must have a real 


sense of dedication," said 
Maj. 
Pack: "We certainly 


aren't working for money. 
Our take-home 
pay is 


very slim. This is no job 
for anyone who docs not 
have a real call. But for 
those who do it is''" an 
exciting and fascinating 
way to live." 
' 


The enlisted men and 


women are not ordained. 
Like any army, there are 
grades. A soldier 
can 


work up through 
the 


.ranks, learning and carry- 
ing out more important 
duties. The junior soldiers 
are the children. 


. Persons who enlist 
make a strict promise to 
obey, orders and to live 
upright lives. They must 
never use intoxicants or 
drugs except on medical 
orders, 


The numerous adher- 


ents are of all kinds. One 
club of well-to-do women 
carries out hard jobs for 
the Army. Some adher- 
ents merely write checks, 


(often rather large ones. 
Many request anonymity. 


The Salvation Army's 


work is supported by 
tithes and offerings, by 
the United Way and by 
mail appeals. 


The Long Beach church 


sends ?15,00p a year to 
overseas missions. The 
.Salvation Army 
now 


exists in 79 countries. It 
uses 106 languages. 


The street meeting with 


its brass band, 
joyful 


hymns and little sermons 
has from the beginning 
been the trademark of the 
Salvation Army. It was 
discontinued 
several 


years ago. The reason: 
not enough night life in 
downtown Long Beach. 
But street meetings are 
going strong in Hollywood 
and San Diego. 


Anyone who wants1, to 


hear drums and horns 
should go to the Long 
Beach Temple, 455 Spring 
St., on any Sunday. He 
may also get some guitar 
music. Many young sol- 
diers are guitar enthusi- 
asts, Maj. Pack said.

a newspaper devotes to 
people who arc doing or 
trying to do fine things to 
make a better world. On 
many days such stories 
exceed in inches and num- 
ber those about evil. 
• Of course, many news 
stories are neutral, nei- 
ther good or bad. They 
merely tell of change. 


The reason why people 


think that newspapers 
deal loo much with evil is 
that people are facinated 
with evil. Evil is dramat- 
ic. It is a deviation from 
the ways of society. 


Good can be_ dramatic, 


but it usually, isn't. How 
can one make interesting 
the story of a man who 
obeys.takes cares care of 
his family and works for 
the betterment of society? 
It only becomes a story 
when he does these things 
under extraordinary hard- 
ships, handicaps or chal- 
lenges.

consistent aid given me 
from people of different

feel like a leper. The 
Christ-like nature of these 
strangers made me take a 
second look at myself." 


Joan, who says she 


grew up in the "New York 
ghetto street style," met 
her new friends and her 
new 
outlook 
on life 


through the Inner City 
Ministries, a group back- 
ed by several churches. 
The group helps people, 
especially the young, to 
solve the often terrible 
'problems of living in a 
-metropolis.

Regulation Q, for exam- 


ple, permits the so-called 
thrift institutions — the 
savings banks and sav- 
ings and loan associations 
— to offer 5,25 per cent 
interest on savings ac- 
counts, compared with 5 
per cent for commercial 
banks. 


, The reason for this isn't 
arbitrary. Rather it is 
based on social considera- 
tions. The thrifts are as- 
signed the role of (inane- 
ing housing,and it is con- 
sidered socially desirable 
to have a (low of funds 
into mortgages. 


Regulation Q also lias 


the effect of limiting com- 
petition between the com- 
mercial and savings 
banks. If there were no 
regulation, the commer- 
cial institutions could out- 
bid; the smaller 
thrifts, 


and mortgage rates would 
be a lot higher than the 


9.5 per cent average that 
now prevails.. 


HUT NOW, and in spite 


of the regulations, the ele- 
phants and the mice find 
themselves in the same 
playground. 


The most obvious lech- 


niciuc for getting around 
the regulations is to offer 
notes at a high rale of 
interest and in small de- 
nominations. 


Citicorp, parent of the 


First National City Bank, 
was the first to announce 
such plans, but many 
other corporations might 
follow. 


This capital-raising de- 


vice lias never been used 
before, and thus is (ree of 
regulations, despite ef- 
forts by the thrift institu- 
tions to have the Federal 
Reserve Board and the 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission clamp down.' 


Heretofore, the big cor- 


porations "have never so 
openly sought the type of 
funds they are. now after, 
the savings of the "small 
people," the savings that 
once . were 
r o u t i n e l y 


deposited in passbook ac- 
counts. 


But corporations aren't 


(he only one's after those 
funds. Uncle Stun is in the 
market too, offering 9 per- 
cent this week to individu- 
als willing to put up a 
minimum of $1,000 
and 


leave it with him (or 33 
months. 


THE OLD order seems, 


therefore, to be degener- 
ating into, a free-for-all. 
The structure of order re- 
mains, but like a memory 
or a shell that has been 
vacated. 


The cause, of course, is 


said to be inflation; it pro-

Major settlements with labor unions are beginning 


to put a squeeze on small manufacturers, Industry 
Week reported. 


Workers feel that they have a lot of catching up to 


do because of inflation, the large settlements that have 
been won by others, and wage controls, the magazine 


• for managers said. 


As a result, union and nonunion workers are de- 


manding that their employers, even though they may 
he small companies, match pay and benefits gained in 
big settlements like those in the automotive and steel 
industries. 


The small manufacturer's problems seem particu- 


larly acute in heavily industrialized areas. For exam- 
ple, in Detroit, companies have come to realize that it 
is better to partially pattern their pay and benefits 
after the auto pacts than to ignore them. Detroit 
construction locals, which began to bargain collectively 
four years ago, picked the recent United Auto Workers 
of America (UAW) cash settlement of 7 per cent'as 
their two-year contract target. 


HOWEVER, THE ASSOCIATED GENERAL CON- 


TRACTORS of Detroit had to draw the line at the

When smaller unions in industries such as tool and

denying working capital 
to American business and 
by insisting that high 
interest and a no-growth 
economy are heeded to 
fight inflation. 


WRIGHT isn't a Popu- 


list so much as a busi- 
nessman. His investment 
management and adviso- 
ry organization handles 
directly about $250 million 
of investments. It advises 
17 New York Stock Ex- 
change member 
firms. 


And most significantly, il 
advises about 500 banks 
and institutional inves- 
tors. 


Americans, 
Wright 


says, in effect, are taking 
il in the neck because of 
some irrational thinking 
on the part of the nation's 
leaders who, he says, are 
worsening the very prob- 
lems they claim to battle. 


To cite' one example: 


The Federal Reserve, 
says Wright, adheres fool- 
ishly to the belief that 
domestic inflation, though 
caused largely by interna- 
tional factors, can be 
cured by excessive mone- 
tary restriction and reces- 
sion.

A. A citrus tree four 


years or older should be 
deeply soaked (four feet 
deep). It should not grow 
in a lawn, because sprin- 
kler watering .the lawn 
also waters the tree soil, 
too, whether it needs it or 
not. In addition, the lawn 
watering never soaks 
down deep enough to 
sufficiently water the tree 
well. Citrus needs nour- 
ishment. This time of the 
year I'd suggest you feed 
it either a balanced plant 
food formula such as 6-10- 
4 plus trace minerals or a 
citrus food. Soil must be 
thoroughly watered well 
in advance .of feeding. The 
tree is watered also after 
it is fed. Not knowing how 
old the citrus is, whether 
in the ground or in a con- 
tainer, be sure to check 
the label and apply only 
as recommended. Plant in 
container should have 75 
per cent less fertilizer 
than a similar size ground 
plant. As to the fruit being 
. on one side of the tree it

penalties lor violations

ST. LOUIS (AP) — The National Collegiate 


Athletic Association council has approved legisla- 
tion calling for stricter penalties for violations of 
"association rules and tighter regulations on recniit- 
.ing. 


Concluding a th-day meeting Friday, the council 


announced support for proposals limiting the re- 
"cruitmenl of aliens, limiting the number of paid 
.visits a potential player may make to a university 
.campus, restricting the recruiting to the college 
campus and the signing of an affidavit by the 
"registering athlete acknowledging that he is aware 
of NCAA rules. 


Warren Brown, assistant executive 
director, 


said all of the proposals will be submitted to associ- 
ation members at the January convention in Wash- 
ington. He noted that final and complete language 
will be drawn up in October. 


Brown said the council agreed to a plan to 


restrict, on a sport-by-sport basis, the number of 
grants in aid and recruiting inducements offered by 
a university to a foreign athlete. He said a formula 
would be worked out after a survey of colleges. 


"This isn't something that the council dreamed 


up on its own," Brown said. "Members have com- 
plained about the growing dominance of aliens in 
certain sports." 


He said the new rule, which may prod the 


development of American players -in soccer and 


hockey, will be designed to limit the recruitment of 
aliens and not their use on teams. Brown noted that 
an earlier rule on the use of aliens -had been 
declared unconstitutional. 


In an effort to step up its ability to check for 


violations, Brown said the council decided to hire 
eight fulltime investigators—one for each NCAA 
district—to check on member schools. He said two 
more persons would be hired to coordinate, file and 
interpret possible infractions. 


"We're going to recommend an increase in the 


severity of penalties for certain violations with a 
greater emphasis directed toward individuals rath- 
er than teams," Brown said. 


He said that future NCAA sanctions might be 


directed only against an individual player, coach or 
staff member, if it's determined that no other team 
member participated in the violation. 


NCAA spokesman Tom Hansen said a special 


committee was working on a counter-proposal to be 
presented to the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 


HEW, in interpreting congressional 
approval 


for an equal opportunity measure, has handed dosvn 
guidelines threatening suspension of federal funds 
unless athletic money is distributed equally for men 
and women. 


The HEW plan was "unreasonable and unrealis- 


tic," Hansen said.
